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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the combination of the Null reference 
with Ono or Laskowaski, applicant argues that "Ono and Laskowaski teach away from the invention claimed in Independent claim 1. 
Applicant explains that Ono's system does not sweep the light through a first angular range. So the combination of Null and One does 
not teach the claim 1 limitations. Applicant also explains that Laskowaski's system does not teach "that first and second light beams are 
reflected to the first and second steering devices respectively for determining the position of a target. Response: However, Ono and 
laskowaski teaches a system where the scanned beam device is reflected and detected through the same device, Null's system teaches 
a two steering devices, but reflection are detected at different locations. It would have been obvious to detect the reflection of the object 
through the same scanning device as in Ono's [see figure 3] (even though Ono's device does not scan in a angular range, that is not the 
point, the point is to detect the reflection through the same scanning device), or more clearly as in Laskowaski where he teaches the 
reflected signals are detected through the same scanning device [see figure 1] (it does not matter that Laskowaski does not teach two 
scanning units, he is combined to teach that it is possible to detect the reflections through the same scanning device. Therefore the 
rejections are maintained.
